Work has been so i)letiti- 
fol for women in theae industrial cen- 
ters tbat this class of men consider it 
unnecessary to do any labor them- 
selves; or at least they prrter to do 
as little as possible. 

I have often stood In front of tlie 
motion pietnre theaters along about 
flva o'cloek in the afternoon, watehlng 
tba onteoming tbronga of people, ud 
have been amaied at the large pro- 
portion of young men who apparently 
are In sound physical condition.
